It is well known that something is yet 


needed to enable Boston merchants more 
fully to compete with New York, in the sale 
of goods to customers from the southwest- 
em cities, who have heretofore complained 
that goods cannot be transported from Bos- 
ton, in that direction, as readily as 'from 
New York, and therefore they do "not buy as 
largely in Boston as they otherwise would 
do. 


When the contemplated road is finished, 


by using the route via Newport, the great 
circuit around Cape Cod, with its dangers 
from storms, logs, and thick weather, would 
be avoided, and a great saving in lime ef- 
fected. 
This advantage would be felt in 


ordinary seasons, to a considerable extent, 
hut in such a winter as the past, the differ- 
ence Would be still greater, as the Vineyard 
Sound has been obstructed by ice for several 
weeks together. The numerous losses by 
shipwreck on the shores of the Cape this 
year, proved the extent of the dangers of 
navigation around it. 


It is not to be supposed that any. great 


portion of the shipments to the Southwest 
would go over a railroad, but such goods 
only as might be needed in a hurry. A 
purchaser could point out such articles as 
were immediately wanted, and in five or six 
hours they could be on board a steamer, 
propeller, or other vessel, at Newport, rea dy 
to leave, when they would be about as far 
advanced on their way to the Delaware, 
Chesapeake, or other Southern port, as if on 
board the same description of vessel at 
New York city.

winter, it often would be an object for ves 
sels with cargoes for Boston, to stop a 
Newport; even a cargo of cotton could bi 
landed there and sent over the road to Bos- 
ton, and thereby make a saving. 
For in- 


stance, cotton could be shipped from New 
Orleans or Mobile at one-eighth of a cen 
less freight to Newport than to Boston 
making 62 1-2 cents per bale; interest am 
insurance saved would be equal to one-hal 
per cent., and often more, making at leas 
one dollar per bale on* those three items 
which would pay the expense over the i-oac 
to Boston. 
In addition to this there wouk" 


be the saving of the vessel of her sendee: 
for a month in winter and sometimes more 
and often allow her to reach a port in the 
Gulf of Mexico by the time she could ge 
away from Boston after circumnavigating ti 
Cape, and De as far advanced on her wa' 
South as when sailing from Newport,—manj 
vessels having been more than a month thi 
past winter from the Vineyard into Boston. 


In the case of fruit vessels from the Medi 


terranean, they could reach Newport much 
easier and sooner than Boston, and it is wel 
known that the first cargoes which arrive pa) 
the greatest profit. They would in addition 
be in a situation to take advantage of the bes' 
market, either New York or Boston. 


On the approach of winter, say in Novcm 


her, Boston propellers, which go around tin 
Cape in summer, could change then- route 
and be used to better advantage in running 
from Newport to the Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware as long as they were open; and when 
they were closed by ice the propcllors coulc 
then run to New York, either through the 
Sound or outside of Long Island, into Sand) 
Hook, and thereby keep employed at a sea- 
son when other business would be impractica- 
ble, and at the same time form the only 
winter water route between Boston and New 
York, which could be used in the severest 
weather.

THE LATE ACCIDENT ox 
THE FALL 


RIVER RAILROAD. The accident on this 
road on the Gth, appears after all to have 
been the result of malice, and not to have 
been caused by rails falling from a construc- 
tion train, as was stated last week. In a 
conversation with the President of the road, 
the editor of the Monitor was informed that 
the rails were laken from whence they had 
prcviouly laid by the workmen on the road, 
and designedly and maliciously placed across 
the track, lie adds : 


"We were further told that this is the 


third time obstructions have been placed up- 
on the track within the distance of a half 
mile from where the accident on Monday 
occurred, and that the spot is admirably 
adapted for the carrying out of such villain- 
ous purposes as was contemplated at that 
time. It is near a short curve, where an ac- 
complice, standing on the bank above, could 
see the the approaching train at considerable 
distance, and thus, give the alarm, to the 
man below, while he could not be seen by 
the engineer or conductor, hence it was a 
good spot for a fiend in human shape to at- 
tempt the destruction of life and property in 
order to appease his appetite for revenge, or 
something else. A thousand dollars reward 
has been offered for the detection of the 
scamp or scamps who attempted this whole- 
sale destruction of life, and it is hoped that 
they may be discovered and made to suffer 
the penalty due so diabolical an act. The 
officers of the road are determined to spare 
no pains or expense in ferretting out the 
icrpctrators of the outrage, and we arc cou- 
ident that the people living in the vicinity 
of the accident will co-operate with them iii 
,heir endeavors in this direction."
